  [(24)] (23) the imposition of lifetime sexual offender supervision under 12 

Title 11, Subtitle 7 of this article; and 13 

 

  [(25)] (24) any other event arising out of or occurring during the course 14 

of a criminal proceeding that the Secretary by regulation or the Court of Appeals by 15 

rule makes a reportable event. 16
